Claims 1-19,21-24,26,29-33,36,39,40,43-45 and 47 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Willemot, et al. -5560353. 

Willemot discloses a device and method whereby a pressure support system- a 
CPAP ventilator, having a slot for receiving a card-C, having information encoded 
thereon and for having info, written thereto from a control unit in the ventilator. A read- 
out displays the number of doses of medication received. See col. 1 lines 11-16, 44-48; 
col. 2 lines 12-15, 32-61; col. 3 lines 7-58. 



Claims 20,25,27,28,34,35,37,38,41 ,42 and 46 are objected to as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims.
